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Board of Trustees waits to discuss three new fees 


The Board wants to conduct further research 
with Prop. 30’s passage.

The Cal State University Board 
of Trustees postponed discussion. on 
three proposed student fees, which 


would charge students for taking ad- 
ditional units, repeating courses and 
delaying graduation, -for the second 
meeting in a row. 

_ The Board was expected to vote on 
the fees Tuesday but said that further 
research needs to be done in order to 
investigate the necessity of the fees 


~ after Proposition 30’s passage. 


The CSU Committee on Finance 
suggested passing all three fees re- 
gardless of Prop. 30’s outcome, ac- 
cording to the committee’s online 
report. 

The fees include the graduation in- 
centive fee, the course repeat fee and 
the third-tier tuition fee. 

The graduation incentive fee would 
require seniors with 150 units or more 
to pay an additional fee per unit. The 


third-tier fee would charge students 


extra for taking more than 16 units” 


in a semester. The-course repeat fee 
would require students’ retaking a 
course to pay $100 per semester unit. 
There is no set date for when the 
Board will discuss the fees again. 
According toBoard documents, 
the fees would aim to change student

to campus 


Student Health 
Services will teach 
useful techniques 
and practices to 
students on campus.

Students strolling across upper 
campus tomorrow afternoon will be 
able to pick up free condoms at Cal 
State Long Beach’s first Sextival, an 
event reminding undergraduates to 
stay on top of their sexual health. 

Sextival. activities will include 
a variety of games intended to in- 
form students about pregnancy pre- 
vention, partner communication, 
healthy relationships and prevention 
of sexually transmitted infections 
(STIs) and human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV), Health Resource Center 
Coordinator Heidi Burkey said. 

“College students are generally in 
the age range when STIs are often di- 
agnosed,” Burkey said. “Nationally, 
50 percent of all people will have an 
STI at some point in their life.” 

Young adults are often most at risk 
for STIs due to multiple factors, like 
the use of alcohol and drugs before 
having sex, having several partners, 
and lack of education about STIs and 
how to prevent them, according to 
Burkey. 

According to Secretary of Wom- 
en’s Affairs Jazmine Contreras, not 
all information about safe sex spread 
amongst college students is correct. 
She said that the Sextival will ensure 
that all students are receiving the 
right information. 

“College students have a hard time 
discussing [STI] testing and birth 
control methods,’ Contreras said. 
“{The Sextival] will present positive 
ways to approach the topic.” 

Condom Revolution, an exotic gift 
shop located in Long Beach, donated 
condom packets to be handed out at 
the Sextival, according to Contreras. 

The Sextival will also feature free, 
rapid HIV testing by the Long Beach 
Department of Health and Human 
Services in their mobile clinic be- 
tween Parking Lot 3 and the Physical 
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to study abroad. 

Leigh Ferguson, a senior journal- 
ism major and exchange student from 
Australia, said she was surprised by 
the number of different groups that 
showed up. 

“T haven’t seen this much-cultural 
diversity on campus yet, and it’s really 
cool to see that there are events like 
this to celebrate all the differences,” 
Ferguson said. “I like that exchange 
students get a chance to promote their 
countries and their unique culture.” 

If free food was not enough encour- 
agement for onlookers to participate, 
three different sets of prizes were 
awarded to students who stopped by. 
Prizes included tickets to the Museum 
of Latin American Art, backpacks and 
gift cards to local restaurants, includ- 
ing Panama Joe’s. 

Dean of the College of Continuing 
and Professional Education and As- 
sociate Vice President‘for International 
Education Jeet Joshee said he was glad 
to see so many students actively em- 
brace and share cultural differences. 

“At the end of the day, it is all about 
the students,” Joshee said. “Without a 
global awareness, without global un- 
derstanding, it isn’t a full education.” 

Since the year 2000, International 
Education Week has promoted pro- 
grams that prepare people for living 
in a global environment and is now 
celebrated in more than 100 countries. 

Associate Director of International 
Student Services Melissa Lyon said 
that the festival had a lot to offer. stu- 
dents from every background. 

. “A lot of students that may be think- 
ing about studying abroad may have 


gotten their questions answered today,” 


Lyon said. “That’s what we want; we 
want.to promote that international 
education, engage with international 
communities and get students to go 
abroad and get outside of these borders 
and’experience something transforma- 
tive.” 

Alexis Rockwell; a junior business 
marketing major and event manage- 
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ment minor, said she is looking for- 
ward to studying abroad 1 next semester 
in Scotland. 

“From everything I’ve heard, study- 
ing abroad is just one of those oppor- 
tunities you can’t not take,” Rockwell 
said. “I can’t wait to get out and see 
what life is like somewhere else.”

“They use an oral swab tech- 
nique, so no blood or needles are 
used,” Burkey -said.. “Results are 
ready in 20 minutes.” 

The CSULB Student Health Ser- 
vices provides students with STI 
and HIV testing, prescriptions: for 
birth control and individual, coun- 
seling regarding family planning, 
STI/HIV prevention and safe sex 
year round, according to Burkey. 

“Prevention of STIs and unin- 
tended pregnancies is important 
to help students achieve their aca- 
demic and career goals,” Burkey 
said. 

Students may attend the Sexfival 
on Thursday from 11 a.m.-to 2 p.m. 
at the Speaker’s Platform, across 
from the University Bookstore.

Nine-year-old Jonas Corona said he 
was tired of not being able to give back 
to the community at such a young age, 
getting turned down by organizations 
who require volunteers to be 10 years 
or older. So he started his own organi- 
zation, Love in the Mirror, when he was 
just six years old. 

Love in the Mirror aims to help 
homeless youth and their families by 
organizing drives and handing out toi- 
letries on Skid Row, a common home- 
less gathering place in Los Angeles. 


Love in the Mirror was just one of the 
local organizations presenting its cause 
at the This is Your City event yesterday, 
which took place from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

Associated Students Inc. Commu- 
nity Service Commissioner Asmita 


Deswal organized the event, which 


was held to get Cal State Long Beach 
students involved in local community 
services, such as Meals on Wheels, Join 
the KOZ, The Center Long Beach, Be 
the Match and Love in the Mirror. 

“T feel ... happy to see their smiles 
when they get food,” Jonas said about 
serving homeless groups in Los Ange- 
‘les. “They can be very grateful.” 

Jonas, who started participating in 
volunteer service when he was four, 
said. that some may. think that helping 
the community can be hard, but he still 
encourages children and adults alike to 
donate their time. Renee Corona, Jo- 
nas’s mom, said that Jonas has started a 
program called GIVE Youth Empower- 
ment Workshop that reaches out to kids 


wife are 5 to 15 years old, letting them 
understand how easy it can be to donate 
time to the community. 

“A lot of people think it’s hard,” Jo- 
nas said. “You can just help [the com- 
munity.] It could be very easy.” 

Accounting senior Scott Vicario, 
who was looking for future employ- 
ment opportunities, said that he knows 
some homeless individuals. 

“(Being homeless] hits close to home 
for me,” he said. “I’ve realized it could 
happen so quickly.”

Ramy and Karim Habashi, started Join 
the KOZ; another organization featured 
at the event. Both brothers graduated 
last year with degrees in biology, and 
Ramy Habashi is now working on his 
teaching credentials at CSULB. Their 


group, which has cancer-diagnosed 


children draw and design shirts that 
will be sold to raise money for cancer 
research and the child’s family, just 
started last March. 


“The biggest thing right now is rais- 
ing awareness,” Ramy Habashi said. 


“We are looking for volunteers and — 


awareness.” 

The organization was inspired by 
their cousin, who was diagnosed with a 
type of bone cancer called osteosarco- 
ma when she was 13 years old. Now that 
she is 21, the brothers said that she has 
recovered after treatment, even with a 
brief relapse when she was 15. 

Ramy Habashi said that once enough 
funds are raised and the logistics of pro- 
ducing shirts are figured out, those who 
wish to offer their time can help chil- 
dren create the shirts. 

“When kids are in the hospital, they 
have a lot of downtime,” he said. “We 
want to do something that makes them 
happy.” 

Other organizations at the event in- 
cluded The Center Long Beach, which 
is a 35-year-old organization that serves 


as the core of the Long Beach Lesbian, 


Gay, Bisexual and Transgender com- 


munities. 

“There’s a lot of negative stigma with 
being a gay youth,” Youth Program 
Manager for The Center Kyle Bullock 
said. “We provide social activism ... 
advocating for the inclusion of all.” 

Vicario ‘said that helping out the 
community could help students get out 
of the pop culture mindset that distracts 
them from current events. 

“It helps students get back into real- 
ity,” he said. “This is what happens, this 
is life. We are smart enough to battle 
that.” 

Other than opening up perspectives, 
helping out the community can also add 
to students’ college careers, Deswal said. 
. “Just going to school and going home 
isn’t going to help,” she said. “It will 
give them perspectives on what’s out- 
side the classroom.”

behavior, resulting in more open seats 
for incoming freshman and transfer 
students. 

Gov. Jerry Brown, who attended 
Tuesday’s meeting, said he made a 
request to have the fees tabled on the 
belief that other methods of influencing 
student behaviér might be successfully 
employed. 

“This is a market mechanism to 
encourage certain kinds of behavior, 
and there may well be better ways to 
achieve that,” he said. 

- Brown also said that fee implementa- 
tions were a last resort for the CSU, and 
that students already struggling to pay 
tuition should not be in a position where 


* new costs loom around the corner. 


“T went around the state saying no tu- 
ition increases if we pass Prop. 30,” he 
said. “I certainly sent a message that we 
want to hold down costs for students. I 
sure don’t want to start [new fees] two 
weeks after the election.” 

The main concern about the fees 
stems from the fact that most students 
usually do not have high incomes, ac- 
cording to Brown. : 

“If you have a lot of money, the fees 
are meaningless,” he said. “If you have 
a more modest income, obviously they 
have more weight.” aes 

California State Student Association 
President David.Allison said he thought 
tabling of the three fees. was a good 
start and that other means of changing 
student behavior were feasible. ; 

“We feel that there is a better way to 


' go about changing behavior, which is 


what the fees are all about,” he said. 
CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said 
the 23-campus system would continue

On Tuesday, Nov. 6, California voters were 
presented with the option to modify the existing 
three-strikes law. 

Since the implementation of the thrée-strikes 
law in 1994, many people have faced 25 years to 
life in prison for nonviolent crimes — including 
petty theft, forging a check or possession of a 
small amount of marijuana, for example. 

With the passage of Proposition 36, Califor- 


nia voters recognize the tremendous amount of 
government money that has been spent on life 
sentences for these nonviolent acts since 1994. 

Under Prop. 36, prison inmates who are cur- 
rently serving a life sentence for a nonviolent 
crime will be able to apply for early release, and 
nonviolent crimes will no longer be considered a 
“third strike.” 

About 3,000 convicted felons whose third 
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~ conviction was for a nonviolent crime will now be 


able to petition for a shorter sentence. 

As tax paying citizens and people invested in 
social justice, we find the passage of this proposi- 
tion a much needed first step for several reasons. 

~ California currently faces tremendous prison 
overcrowding and difficulties with a balanced 
state budget. 

People serving life in prison for nonviolent 


drug charges or petty theft does not make sense 
no matter which way you look at it. 

Overall, Prop. 36 will open the doors for those 
who have been unfairly convicted for life due to 
nonviolent crimes.

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Lana Del Rey ‘s new album ‘Paradise’ is to die for

Luxury, beauty and the dark side of love are all cen- 
tral focuses of Lana Del Rey’s “Born to Die: Paradise 
Edition,” which hit stores this week. 

The mini-album, which can be purchased together 
with her full-length “Born to Die,” which was released 
earlier this year, features eight tracks of new and orig- 
inal songs. 

This release rings true to the young artist’s estab- 
lished persona and is reminiscent of days past. The 
songs are timeless and spin tales of heartache and 
heartbreak. 

It is still up for debate whether or not the singer 
is the real deal, which has been called into question 
since she burst onto the scene with a botched set of 
performances on Saturday Night Live earlier this year. 

However, she has amassed an unprecedented. fol- 
lowing in both domestic and international audiences.

The singer pushes the envelope at several points 
throughout “Paradise.”

Easily the greatest number among the eight is 
“Ride,” an ethereal anthem about living fast, dying 
young and encouraging the most spirited of individu- 
als to “just ride.” A 10-minute music video for the 
song was released a few weeks prior to the album’s 
debut, which helped to.drum up anticipation of fans 
and skeptics alike. 

Another noteworthy hit on the album is “Blue Vel-

vet,” a vintage-sounding track that is Del Rey’s ver- 
sion of the 1963 classic by Bobby Vinton. The song 
was featured in an ad campaign for H&M stores, 
which currently boast wall-length posters of Del Rey 
bearing garments from her very own winter capsule 
collection in the shops. 

Clearly, money is still “the anthem of success” for 
Del Rey, who followed the cue of the countless other 
artists by re-launching a previous album with a handful 
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of new songs tacked on. In this way, fans don’t have to 
wait years for new songs, and the artist — Del Rey in 
this case — won’t wait to pull in another fat check. 

Despite maintaining a reputation for evoking a 
love-or-hate opinion by listeners, there. is no deny- 
ing that Del Rey makes an impact. She has undeni- 
ably catchy tunes that linger on your tongue long after 
you’ve decided that you don’t like her but still opted to 
buy her album anyway.

The Long Beach State men’s bas- 
ketball team learned Tuesday: night 
that it has a long way to go if it’s go- 
ing to compete with the nation’s elite 
teams in the upcoming weeks. 

Twelve first-half turnovers and a 
stretch in the second of-nearly 16 min- 
utes without a field goal led to the 49ers’ 
(1-1) demise in a 62-44 loss to Southern 
California (2-0) at the Galen Center. 

Despite trailing by just five points at 
the half, The Beach went 15:55 with- 
out making anything other than free- 
throws and mustered up just 20° points 
after the break. The inability to knock 
down shots led to the Trojans slowly ex- 
panding the lead and eventually claim- 
ing the 18-point victory. 

Mike Caffey paced the 49ers offen- 
sively but was forced to play 33 minutes 


due an ankle injury sustained by back-~ 


up point guard Branford Jones during 
Saturday’s season opener.

Caffey led all scorers with 17 points 
to go along with three assists and two 
rebounds.
